Census Shows a _ Decided In- 
crease in Investment During 
the Five Years 
Greater Increase Is Probable 


A preliminary statement of the 
general results of the 
manufactures for California has 
been issued by JDirector Sam L. 
Rogers, of the Bureau of the Census 
Department of Commerce. It con- 
sists of a summary 
figures for 1909 and 1914, by totals, 
prepared under the direction of Wil- 
liam M. Stewart, chief statistician 
for manufactures. 

The figures are 
subject to such change and 
tion as may be:found necessary from 
a further examination of the orig- 
inal reports. 

The census of 1914, like that of 
1909, with reference to manufac- 
tures, excluded the hand trades, the 


census ot 


preliminary and 


building trades, and the  neighbor- 
hood industries, and took account 
only of establishments conducted 
under the factory system. In the 
latest census, also, as in that for 
1909, statistics were not collected 
for establishments having products 


for the census year valued at less 
than $500, except that reports were 
taken for establishments idle during 
a portion of the census year, or 
which began operation durin that 
year, and whose products for such 
reason were valued at less than 
$500. 

The word “establishment” as used 
in the «census reports may ‘mean 
more than one mill or plant pro- 
vided they are owned or controlled 
and operated by a single individual, 
partnership, corporation, or other 
owner or operator, and are located 
in the same town or city. 

The reports were taken for the 
caleadar year ending December 3i, 
1914, wherever the system of book- 
keeping permitted figures for that 
period to be secured, but when the 
fiscal year of an establishment dif- 
fered from the calendar year a re- 
port was obtained for the Operations 
of that establishment for its fiscal 
year falling most largely within the 
calendar year 1914.

Capital Invested 
The capital invested, as 
in 1914, was $736,105,000, a

$198,971,000, or 837 per cent, over 
$537,134,000 in 1909. The average 


capital per establishment was  ap- 
proximately $73,000 in 1914 and 
70,000 in 1909, In this connection 
it should be stated that the inquiry 
contained in the census. schedule 
calls for.the total amount of 
ital, both owned and borrowed, in- 
vested in the business, but excludes 
the value of rented property, plant, 
or equipment which was employed 
in the conduct of manufacturing en- 
terprises. In the final bulletins and 
reports the rental paid for such 
property will be shown separately.

Cost of Materials 


The cost of materials used was 
$447,475,000 in 1914, as against 
$325,238,000 in 1909, an increase of 
$122,237,000, or 37.6 per cent. The 


average cost of materials per estab- 
lishment was approximately $44,009 
in 1914 and $42,000 in 1909. In addi- 
tion to the component materials 
which enter into the products of 
the establishment for the census

ART of Germany’s world-wide dye trade may, through the 
exigency of the great war and the scientific experiments 
of a chemist in Los Angeles, pass from Central Europe to 
the Pacific coast. If so, California will have to thank the 

good services of Dr. G. V. Heyl, whose research work carried on in 
the Y. M. C. A. technical schools is pointing our manufacturers the 
way to success. 

In time, having so extensive a supply of crude oil to draw 
upon, with factories as well managed as the factories of Germany, 
California may supply all the dyes necessary for our American 
textile industry. Possession of the chemical secret for producing 
fast dyes is half the battle. Time and economic concentration must 
complete the victory. 

Dr. Heyl learned his handicraft in the biggest dye factory in 
Germany, and is applying the fruits of his knowledge to our min- 
eral resources of California. So far our American factories in_ the 
East have not sueceeded in making their dyes as fast and as last- 
ing as the imported dyes from Germany. Our postmasters have 
discovered this in examining postage stamps colored with the old 
German dyes and those with the new dyes made in America. In 
the first case the color is confined sharply to the stamp itself; in 
the second case it runs over the border of the paper surrounding 
the stamps.

FOODS FOR POULTRY '! 


After all that has been said and 
written on the question of poultry 
foods there is nevertheless a gen 
eral vagueness as to the relative 
values of even the 


stuffs. In the state of nature birds 


jare essentially eaters of seeds, in- 


sect and small animal foods and 
Vegetable products in a green state. 
Under domestication the aim has 
been to supply these elements in 
what is termed the balanced ration. 
In the case of the seed (grain) 
foods, the product is fed both in 
the kernels or natural and in the 
ground or prepared state; the same 
is also true, in a more modified 
sense, of the animal and vegetable 
(green) foods Of a balanced ra- 
tion, the grain foods constitute fully 
60 per cent, the vegetable 25 per 
cent, and the animal 15 per cent. 
These percentages may vary more 


jor less as between one locality and 


another, and also as to the season 
of the year; but in the main they 
are said to average about right 

Of the grain foods, wheat easily 
occupies _ first place, and in all 
countries is considered a_— staple 
food for poultry, especially where 
eggs are the main object. This grain 
being a staple of human food also, 
it is apt at times to rule high in 
price, which under such cases some 
times preclude its economical use 
For this reason quality becomes an 
important factor Wheat of — fair 
quality (broken grains, wheat screen 
ings, etc.) is a good poultry food, 


and, in so far as feeding values are 


| concerned, may be of equal value

Oats are rated as muscle-forming 
and therefore a good balance to a 
heavy corn ration. Their value, how 
ever, depends on the quality of the 
grain and the percentage of kernel 
to husk. The latter being somewha 
indigestible, fowl do not “take to” 
this grain as they do to wheat. Ow 
ing to this husk, poor samples may 
prove bad for the birds, due to lia 


bility of producing crop impaction 


There is a variety mentioned in 


“Poultry Foods and Feeding,” under 
the name of “Skinless,” that has a 
bare grain like wheat, which is said 
to make an admirable poultry food 
It has, however, the habit of the 
grain shaking out. Possibly our 
friend Burbank can be induced to 
create a variety that will meet all 
the requirements of the poultry 
breeder, when it will indeed be a 
good grain food for fowl. In using 
this grain it is important to know 
quality, as there is always a run 
ning chance of buying husks instead 
f grain. Test the products by hull 
Hulled 
oats are ordinary oats with the husk 


ing a few sample grains 


removed by milling, from which we 
get the product of rolled oats, oat- 
meal and other modern oat products 
Hulled oats are expensive, but never 
theless good for poultry because all 
food. Most poultrymen give oats 
as a light feed or in a mixture of 
grains. They can also be steamed, 
in which condition fowls eat them 
more readily. 

In the matter of cost, barley, 
where its culture is general, is a 
cheaper grain than wheat, and it 
feeding value is quite good. It con- 
tains a little more fiber than wheat, 
rendering it less palatable. The av 
erage fow] seemingly objects to the 
hull, for when hulled it is eaten 
quite freely. This grain is possibly

a trifle stronger in 
forming mater than wheat, and 
when the price is sufficiently low its 
use on economic grounds may be 
advisable. In a general sense, how- 
ever, it is not to be compared with 
wheat, especially when the latter is 
available at a reasonable price.
